DETAILED ACTION 
Specification 

The specification of the present application is objected because it does not provide any 
disclosure/discussion about the structure/system and operation of the claimed invention. 
Simply saying "the invention uses an electrically driven motor. Previous generators use a gas 
motor" is an incomplete disclosure as require for a specification. Also, it is unclear whether an 
electric motor is used as an input power source to drive an electrical generator, or an electncal 
generator is used as an input power source to drive an electrical motor, or an electrical motor ti 
can function as an electrical generator. 

Applicant is required to submit an amendment that clarifies and discuss the 
disclosure in detail. Applicant should be careful not to introduce any new matter into th 
disclosure (i.e., matter which is not supported by the disclosure as originally filed). 



Appropriate correction is required. 



Drawings 

The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1.83(a). The drawings must show every 
feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the electrical driven motor structure, 
as in claim 1, must be shown or the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No new matter should 
be entered. The applicant is hereby request to provide drawings to pictorially illustrate the 
claimed invention. 

A proposed drawing correction or corrected drawings are required in reply to the Office 
action to avoid abandonment of the application. The objection to the drawings will not be held 
in abeyance.

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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 



The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.G. 1 12, first paragraph, as containing subject matter 
which was not described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to 
which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the invention. 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter that the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C, 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for failing 
to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as the 
invention. 

In claim 1, "the use of any electrically driven motor to generate power" is indefinite 
because it is unclear that the generated power, i.e., output power, is a mechanical power or an 
electrical power. Also, it is not clear that the motor is a driven motor by an electrical input power 
source or the motor is drive motor that is used as in mechanical power source to generate an 
electrical power output. 

As mentioned before, the claimed language can be understood as: (1) an electrical motor 
function as an electrical motor and an electrical generator; (2) an electrically driven motor, i.e., 
input power is electrical power source driving the motor, to generate mechanical power output; 
(3) an electrical motor is used as a drive means to provide mechanical input for a generator to 
generate power output. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 



(b) The invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in pubHc use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 



Claim 1, as understood, is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being full anticipated by 
Rabinowitz (US 4176291) or Nagy (US 4535861). 

Rabinowitz or Nagy discloses that it is well known in the dynamoelectric machinery art 
that an electrical motor can function as a generator when converting mechanical energy into 
electrical energy or if the process is reversed the generator is function as a motor. 

Claim 1, as understood, is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being full anticipated by Kapich 
(US 5236305). 

Kapich discloses that electric generators are often driven by electrical motors. 

Claim 1, as understood, is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being full anticipated by Jeppson 
(US 4057736). 

Jeppson discloses a system having electrical motor and electrical generator couple by 
mechanical drive to generate electrical power.
